Chief Hazen, of the secret service, has 
sent to the secret service officers in this 
city a description of a dangerous gounter- 
feit two-dollar United States silver certifi- 
cate. It is of the series of 1891, check letter 
B, plate K, and has the signatures “W. S. 
Rosecrans, register,’’ and “EK. H. Nebeker, 
treasurer.’’ 

The counterfeit is one-eighth of an inch 
longer than the genuine note. The eyes of 
the picture of Windom are larger than in 
the genuine, and more bulging. The out- 
line on the right side of the @¢face is not 
clearly defined, the shade line running into 
the face between the eye and ear, 

Ta@@ shading around the large figure ‘‘2” 
on the back of the note is represented 
by perpendicular lines in the counterfeit, 
while in the enuine ‘both perpendicular 
and horizontal lines are used, forming 
small squares. The silk threads in the 
counterfeit are heavier than those in the 
genuine. i

A LADY ROBBED. 


The South Side Snatch Thief Gets in Bold 
Work Again and Escapes. 


HIS RECORD HAS BEEN DARING 


Two Other Negroes Make a Bluff in Stop- 
ping the Thief,and Ara Thought to 
Be Connected with the Affair. 


Emboldened by his brutal attack and 
successful escape of last week, when a pret- 
ty young lady was beaten down and robbed, 
the mysterious southside snatch thief made 
his appearance once more yesterday after- 
noon. 

In accordance with his former tactics, 
another young lady wag selected this time 
as his victitn and the robbery was carried 
out in the same bold way. A high fence— 
‘a dark spot—and a young iady unprotected, 
who carries a pocketbook-—these are the 
prime requisites which lead the negro to do 
his desperate work. 


Miss Isabel Pratt, who lives on the corner 
of Smith and Orange streets, was return- 
ing from a shopping expedition late yester- 
day afternoon. It was almost dark when 
she stepped from the car and turned the 
corner on her way home. Here she noticed 
several nerroes loitering about, but, think- 
ing nothing of it, walked rapidly towards 


the gate. 

Just before the house 
large negro who had been lurking: beside 
the fence in a secluded place sprang sud- 
denly forward, and before Miss Pratt, who 
was terrorized at the sight, could realize 
what he woul@ do the purse which she 
held in her hands was snatched rude- 
ly away and the man was running at a 
furious rate down Orange street. 

Amazed, embarrassed and frightened by 
the bold deed, the young lacy screamed 
for help. Two other negroes who were 
standing by the place grabbed the man who 
@ushed by them with the purse, but he 
pushed them away and increased his speed. 

In a second he had disappeared and the 
other negroes who made the attempt to 
check him also disappeared. It was just at 
the door of the young lady’s home. She 
went in at once and the affair was reported 
to police headquarters. 

From the deseription given the negro is 
evidently the same thief who for the past 
two weeks has committed numerous mis- 
deeds of a like character in that neighbor- 
hood.-It was only a few blocks from the 
place that he dashed pepper in the eyes of 
a small boy and got away with a package 
of shoes. 

Wednesday afternoon at the intersection 
of Forsyth and Whitehall he accosted a 
young lady, knocked her down aid got her 
pursre. 

‘The pocketbook obtained from Miss Pratt 
contained $10 and a money order for $4. 
The police are making every effort to cap- 
ture the negro, and the exact description 
obtained last night will aid them to locate 
him.
